Noted  Anthropologist 
In  Convocation  Today

Ashley  Montagu,  noted  cul¬ 
tural  and  physical  anthropolo¬ 
gist,  will  be  the  third  convoca¬ 
tion  speaker  of  the  1969-70 
school  term.  His  lecture  is 
scheduled  for  this  morning  at 
10  a.m.  in  the  CU  Ballroom. 

Dr.  Montagu  was  born  in 
London  and  did  his  under¬ 
graduate  work  at  University 
College  there  before  coming 
to  the  United  States  to  study 


of  essays  and  articles  on  an¬ 
thropology,  Dr.  Montagu  also 
is  either  full  or  joint  author 
of  more  than  30  books  includ¬ 
ing  The  Natural  Superiority 
of  Women,  The  Direction  of 
Human  Development  and  The 
Concept  of  Race.  The  fourth 
edition  of  Man’s  Most  Danger¬ 
ous  Myth :  The  Fallacy  of 
Race,  considered  a  classic  on 
the  subject,  was  published  in 
1964.  In  Man’s  Most  Danger¬ 
ous  Myth,  Dr.  Montagu  total¬

at  Columbia  University  where 
he  received  his  Ph.D.  in  an¬ 
thropology  in  1937. 

Since  then  he  has  served  as 
a  member  of  the  department 
of  vertebrate  paleontology  of 
the  American  Museum  of  Nat¬ 
ural  History,  associate  pro¬ 
fessor  of  anatomy  at  Hahne¬ 
mann  Medical  College  and 
Hospital,  lecturer  at  Harvard 
and  for  the  New  School  Social 
Research.  In  addition  he  is  a 
past  chairman  of  the  depart¬ 
ment  of  Anthropology  at  Rut¬ 
gers  University. 

Editor  of  several  collections 


ly  discredits  the  ideas  of  in¬ 
herent  superiority  or  inferior¬ 
ity  due  to  race. 

In  addition  to  his  academic 
activities.  Dr.  Montagu  also 
has  been  quite  active  in  the 
United  Nations  Educational 
Scientific  and  Cultural  Orga- 
nization  (UNESCO).  The 
statement  on  race  released  by 
UNESCO  in  July,  1950  was 
largely  a  result  of  Montagu’s 
work.

Dean  Wilson  indicated 
assistants  will  have  room  and  board  paid  for 
them  or  some  form  of  salary  will  be  paid.  The 
assistants  will  have  private  rooms. 

All  applicants  must  be  either  a  junior  or 
senior  and  should  exemplify  high  scholastic, 
leadership,  executive  ability  and  personal 
standards. 

Workshops  will  be  held  before  the  semes¬ 
ter  ends  and  during  the  summer. 

Applications  for  the  residents  at  the  halls 
are  running  heavy  with  women  students  and 
light  with  men.  Dean  Wilson  said.  Forms  are 
available  at  the  offices  of  each  dean.

Two  films  have  been  sched¬ 
uled  for  showing  by  the  Spiva 
Art  Center  Films  Society.

"The  Last  Laugh"  is  a  1924 
silent  film  directed  by  F.  W.

But  also  it  was  one 
of  the  first  films  to  use  the 
moving  camera  to  film  whole 
sequences  uninterrupted  by 
cuts,  fades  or  titles.  The  cam¬ 
era  takes  on  an  active  function 
and  moves  freely  to  follow  or 
interpret  the  action. 

The  second  film,  made  in 
1943,  is  a  British  documen¬ 
tary.  "World  of  Plenty"  was 
directed  by  Paul  Rotha  for 
the  Ministry  of  Information. 
It  is  a  timeless  survey  of  the 
world's  food  problem.
